At the Session of the Council of the North-West Territories, 
begun and holden on Thursday the third day of July, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four.

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Mr. Turriff, having previously taken the Oath of ‘Allegiance 
and the Oath of Member of Council, according to law, was then 
introduced by Mr. Richardson, and took his seat at the Council 
Table. 


The Lieutenant-Governor then addressed the Council as 
follows: 


Gentlemen of the North-West Cowncil : 


As I thought the representative Members of my Council 
would be anxious to be free to attend to their own affairs dur- 
ing the niost active portion of the business year, I heve sum- 
moned you to meet me at, I trust, a more convenient season 
than last year. 

Since our last meeting I have received petitions praying for 
the formation of two more Electoral Districts, one in the 
Calgary, and the other in the Moose Mountain Districts. 

Upon enquiry I found they had the requisite number of in- 
habitants, and I lost no time in arranging for elections to be 
held, in order that those Districts might have representation at 
the present sitting of the Council. 

This addition cannot but be’ of great assistance to our Council 
as one Member comes from the Stock District in the West, for 
which legislation is much needed, and the other from probably 
the most beautiful and thriving District in the Territories. 

The several Ordinances passed by you at our last meeting 
appear to have been suited to the requirements of the Terri- 
tories. Many petitions praying for Municipal Incorporation 
both for Towns and Country, have been forwarded to me. Some 
have been granted, others I have laid over to enable me to 
consult with you in regard to difficulties which have arisen 
and whieh can be rectified by legislation. 

The numerous applications for the éstablishment of Herd 
Districts would indicate the necessity for that Ordinance. 

I shall ask you to consider some amendments which I pro- 
pose to submit for the better working of both the Ordinances 
referred to, as well as to the “Civil Justice Ordinance,’ the 
Ordinance respecting “Auctioneers,” the Ordinance respecting 
“Licensing of Billiard Tables,” the Ordinance respecting 
“ Marking of Stock” and the Ordinance respecting “Prevention 
of Prairie Fires.” 

A number of new Ordinances will be presented to you for 
your consideration : 

To regulate Distress for Rent ; 
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To define the rights and liabilities of Boarding Houses and 
Livery Stable Keepers; 


To regulate the Registration of Births, Deaths and Vital 
Statistics ; 

To provide method of recovery of damages for persons killed 
by accidents ; 

A new Registration of Titles Ordinance. 

I am also in hopes that during the present Session we will be 
able to pass a School Ordinance that will be acceptable to the 
people. During recess a number of copies of the Bill submitted 
by Mr. Olwer last Session have been distributed. This has led 
to many suggestions being made by gentlemen taking an in- 
terest in education; these ‘will be of value to the Council when 
the subject is before them for consideration. 


A statement of our local Revenue and Expenditure will be 
laid on the Table for your information, as well as all papers of 
an important nature which have reached me during the recess: 


The fee for Liquor Permits which was imposed after consult- 
ation with you last year, has not as was expected lessened the 
number of applications to any appreciable extent; but, I am 
glad to be able to inform you that as far as I have been able to 
gather information, very little. abuse has been made of the 
liquor imported on Permits; but I am sorry to say that a large 
amount of liquor is being constantly smuggled into the country 
in the face of every exertion made by myself in conjunction 
with the North West Mounted Police to prevent it, and I am 
informed the inducements are so great and the profits so large 
that illicit stills are now in operation in several parts of the 
Territories. 

Your Resolution recommending the establishment of 
Breweries in the Territories has been forwarded to the Federal 
Government, and | have lately reported on this subject myself 
advocating the same in thickly settled Districts. This I think 
would be the means of putting a stop to smuggling to a great 
extent, and close up illicit distilling. 

You are aware that a considerable amount of the liquor im- 
ported is used otherwise than for medicinal purposes. It has been 
suggested that only Permits for purely medicinal purposes, be 
granted, and it lies within my power to do so by only granting 
“Sale Permits” to thoroughly reliable professional men, and 
this to be dispensed in small quantities only. The only result 
I can foresee if that was done would be to increase materially 
the business of a few medical men in the country and give a 
further stimulus to smuggling and illicit distilling.

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As we now have members from almost every District in the 
Territories who must be thoroughly conversant with the feel- 
ing on this most important question, I shall ask you to assist 
me with your advice and experience in making representations 
to the Federal Government. I should not have touched on this 
question which is one solely within the province of the Domin- 
ion Government, had I not felt it was one of payamount im- 
portance. 

Having just returned from an extended tour in the Northern 
portion of our Territories, I am glad to be able to inform you 
that the prospect of a bountiful harvest, coupled with a. healthy 
reaction after the sudden depression that followed the very 
general over speculation in the Territories, has given the settlers 
fresh heart, and I met with a general feeling of hopefulness 
which was very gratifying. 

The rapidity with which our Territories have progressed, and 
the short time our settlers have as yet had to form a correct 
opinion of the value or otherwise of the different Districts in 
the North-West, naturally caused much anxiety and doubt as to 
whether the exceptionally dry weather we had for some 
eighteen months previous to the late rains, was not. usual, and 
many were much disheartened at the outlook. The refreshing 
rains which from the best authorities almost invariably visit us’ 
early in June, rapidly changed this feeling of despondency, and 
now as you are aware good reports of our crops are reaching us 
from all quarters. 

Assiniboia has obtained a large share of the new immigration 
this spring; and in this District some valuable and wealthy 
- settlers have established themselves. From them I have heard 
that they are perfectly satisfied with the country, and they assure 
me that all the representations made to them by the Govern- 
ment and the Canadian Pacifice Railway agents in Hngland, 
are fully borne out. : 

I shall ask your attention during the Session to the consider- 
ation of a measure for the encouragement of tree planting. 
Experiments already made have demonstrated the rapidity 
with which certain classes of trees will grow, and there is no 
reason why, in a few years, the aspect of the settled section of 
our rich treeless prairies might not be completely changed. A 
large portion of the States of Jd/inozs and Iowa, some fifteen or 
twenty years ago, were as bare of trees as any portion of these 
Territories, and are now fairly well timbered. 

Encouragement to Agricultural Societies is also most desir- 
able. The establishment of these will enable reliable statistics 
to be made which will be difficult to obtain by any other 
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means. ‘The initiative has already been taken by the <Assini- 
boia Agricultural Society and I think we cannot grant assist- 
ance to a more worthy object or one which will lead to better 
results. 

The exaggerated reports of Indian difficulties, which have 
lately appeared in some of the newspapers and which must do 
the country harm, induce me to say a few words to you on 
that subject. 

From what I have seen myself during my travels in the 
spring, and from what I gather from the correspondence which 
reaches me as Indian Commissioner, I can confidently say that 
our Indians are generally more contented than they have been 
since the Treaty was made and the progress they are making in 
agriculture is most gratifying. 

It cannot be expected that with a population of some twenty 
thousand Indians scattered on Reserves in Bands all over the 
Territories, we can escape without a little trouble and at times 
excitement; this is inevitable when Indians fresh from the 
Plains are first brought on their reserves and come in contact 
with white settlers. It has been so with those who are now 
comparatively well off and will be so until the new arrivals 
recognize the fact that they must settle down and work to make 
a living; but that there is any cause for alarm I deny. I 
am sure the general feeling is one of security and the exagger- 
ated reports which have been circulated are to be regretted. 

You will have learnt that the representations made by you 
to the Dominion Government have received attention and many 
of the requests made acted upon, while others are under con- 
sideration. Iam quite sure that should you feel the necessity 
of making any further representations during the present 
Session, they will receive the same consideration at the hands 
of the Dominion Government. 

The subjects requiring your attention this Session will be of 
no less importance than those of last, and I am confident you 
will give me the same assistance as then for their mature con- 
sideration. 


On motion of Mr. Reed, seconded by Mr. Breland,

call for a closer control by the authorities of all permits granted ; 
and further, that this Council cannot agree with Your Honor 
that the establishment of breweries would have the effect of 
stopping smuggling or illicit distilling to any extent, but rather 
that by giving the opportunity to the young of acquiring the 
appetite for alcoholic hquors would cause an increase of smug- 
gling, illicit distilling and drunkenness.”

We congratulate Your Honor on the addition of two new 
elected members of Council. Their assistance will be invaluable 
as representing two important districts in the Territories. 

We are pleased to learn that the various Ordinances passed 
at the last meeting of the Council have been suitable to the -re- 
quirements of the Territories; and we shall willingly join with 
you in considering all amendments that may be submitted for 
their bettter working. : 
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We have pleasure in learning that a School Ordinance 
will be introduced this session and we will give it our most 
careful consideration. The people of the Territories are fully 
alive to the great importance of providing a system of education, 
and we trust that a School Ordinance may be so framed as to 
enable all in the Territories to avail themselves of its advan- 
tages, even in instances where it is deemed inexpedient to form 
Municipalities. 

We are further pleased to .learn that so little abuse has 
been made of the liquor imported under permit; and while we 
regret to learn that smuggling and illicit distillation are being 
carried on in the Territories, we can hardly express surprise that 
the liquor law should be evaded. 


We thank Your Honor for reporting favorably on our re- 
solution recomending the establishment of Breweries and we 
assure Your Honor that we shall endeavor to assist you in 
making such representations to the Federal authorities as will 
tend to meet the views of the inhabitants of the Territories. 
We believe that the growth of the country demands that some 
modification should be made in the present system, which has, 
however, worked welt in the past. 


It is gratifying to learn that there is every prospect of a 
bountiful harvest, and we ask Your Honor to consider with us 
the advisability of urging on the Dominion Government the 
necessity of granting money bonuses to Railways that may 
bring the produce of the outlying settlements to market. 


We congratulate Your Honor on the satisfaction generally ex- 
pressed by immigrants settled in all parts of the Territories, and 
this satisfaction is evidence of the truth of the favorable repre- 
sentations made with regard to the country. 

We concur with Your Honor in the desirability of establish- 
ing Agricultural Societies throughout the Territories to which 
every encouragement should be given. 

We are glad that Your Honor assures us of general con- 
tentment amongst the Indians in the Territories, notwithstand- 
ing the exaggerated reports which have been circulated much to 
the prejudice of the best interests of the country. 

That the representations made by us to the Dominion 
Government have in many instances received attention is en- 
couraging as during the present session further representations 
will be made, which we trust may be favorably considered. 

The said Reply was read a second time and agreed to.

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His Honor then read and laid on the Table copy of his 
telegram to Honorable the Minister of Justice, in pursuance of 
the Report of the Select Committee on Schools, and also copy 
of a reply thereto by the Deputy Minister of Justice.

upon the same footing, and treated as Canadians elsewhere in 
Canada, whether the organization provided for their local self 
government is called a Council or Legislature. 

2. They consider that the fact of their paying taxes to the 
Canadian Treasury which they do under the same laws, rules, 
regulations and provisions as the people of other parts of Canada, 
proves that they are an integral part of the country and not in 
any sense an outside, or dependent, or partially independent 
portion, and therefore having been called upon to exercise the 
functions of Local Self Government by the Parliament of 
Canada, they are entitled to receive a return on the amount 
paid by them into the Federal Treasury of a sum similar to that 
received by the various provinces comprising the Canadian 
Conferation, tu be apphed to such purposes of Local Government 
or public improvement as they or their duly elected represent- 
atives may see fit. 

3. They further urge that although taxes are paid by the peo- 
ple of the North-West under the same laws, rules or regulations, 
as by the people of other parts of Canada, owing to the peculiar 
situation and condition of this country, in many cases certain 
regulations although uniformly enforced show a much larger 
proportion of taxation per head from the people of the North- 
West, than from the people of other parts of the country, and 
that therefore the North-West is entitled to a proportionately 
greater subsidy per head, or return upon taxes paid, than the 
people of other portions of the Confederation. 

4. They still further urge that inasmuch as the lands, timber 
and minerals of the North-West are held for sale by the Cana- 
dian Government, and the money resulting appropriated to the 
general uses of the country, and as in all the provinces of the 
Confederation, except Manitoba these resources of revenue ac- 
crue to the Local and not to the Federal Governments, which 
places the Local Government of the North-West at a disadvan- 
tage in the matter of funds compared with the provinces, and as 
the public works or improvements or government of the North- 
West out of local funds must necessarily increase the value of 
land held within the Territories by the Federal Government, in 
justice to the people of the North-West, who under other 
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circumstances will have to pay from local funds, for the improve- 
ment of Federal Lands, a proportionate increase of subsidy 
should be granted pending the taking over of such lands by the 
Local Government of the North-West Territories at some future 
time. 
5. They still further urge that as two sections of land in every 
township throughout the North-West are held in reserve from 
settlement by the Canadian Government, for the benefit of - 
‘schools in the North-West, and as now in the sparsely settled 
condition of the country, aid to schools is needed much more 
than it will be when their sections are offered for sale, it is ad- 
visable and just either that the Federal Government grant 
such funds in aid of schools as may from time to time be re- 
quired by the Local Government of the North-West upon the 
security of these lands, or at once hand them over to the control 
of the Local Government to be dealt with as will be most 
advantageous to the cause of education in the North-West. 
This Council desires to dwell upon the urgency of immediate 
action being takerf to place the funds at present granted for 
expenses of government in the North-West under their control 
for expenditure at this Session of Council, as the people of the 
country desire the responsibility to be assumed at once by the 
Council, and applications are being received daily for the ex- 
penditure of funds upon most necessary public works, which at 
present the Council has no funds to carry on. 
And the question being put on the amendment, it was moved 
by Mr. Jackson, seconded by Mr. Macdowall, in amendment to 
the amendment, “That whereas the several questions and sub- 
jects dealt with in the amendment are already provided for by 
a reference to the Executive Council, it is not desirable to deal 
further with the subject.” 
And the question being put on the amendment to the amend- 
ment, the Council divided and the names being called for, they 
were taken down as follows:

Then the Report of the Committee of the Whole was received, 
and concurred in, and the Main Report of the Finance Commit- 
tee now read as follows: 

“Your Finance Committee report that they have examined 
the statement submitted of the receipts and expenditure of the 
local funds of the North-West Territories, and that they find the 
same to be correct, with the exception of one typographical error, 
~ in vouchers No. 8, being a charge of $154.00 for printing Muni- 
cipal, School and Civil Justice Bills, instead of a notice re liquor 
permits. 

They submit that the sum of $154.00 for printing Bills should 
be transferred as a charge against the fund granted by the Par- 
lament of Canada for expenses of the Government of the Ter- 
ritories. ' a : 

They recommend that in future all similar expenditures should 
be charged against this fund which is under the control of the 
Minister ot the Interior and the Lieutenant-Governor, as it ap- 
pears to them that the expenses of making as well as enforcing 
the laws governing these Territories come properly within the 
scope of the expenditure of the Government of the Territories. 

They further recommend that this Council impress on the 
Federal Authorities the urgent necessity of the payment of the 
indemnity past due and becoming due to the Members of this 
Council in order that the amount shown in vouchers Nos. 1 to 6 
inclusive, in the statement of the expenditure of the local funds, 
advanced pending payment of sessional indemnity by the Do- 
minion Government, may be repaid to that fund, and that the 
Lieutenant-Governor be requested to telegraph to the Honorable, 
the Minister of the Interior asking for an immediate reply to 
His Honor’s letter of 5th May, 1884. | 

They further report that of the sum of $1,500.00 voted during 
Session of 1883, for Public Works, the amount of $750.00 for 
works in progress remains to be charged against the local expen- 
diture fund. 

On motion of Mr.Turriff, seconded by Mr. Macdowall, 

Resolved, Whereas the immediate eonstruction of branch lines 
of railway through the settled portions of the North-West, is es- 
sential not only to the further settlement of such regions, but 
also to the retention of the present settlers, and therefore to the 
prosperity of the country. 
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And Whereas a condition upon which the recent Dominion 
loan to the Canadian Pacific Railway Company made upon the 
security of a first len upon the whole of their property, was that 
the said loan should be devoted exclusively to the construction of 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway ; 

And Whereas the said Company now claim that they are un- 
able to obtain capital for the construction of branch lines and the 
Manitoba South-Western Railway; 

And Whereas the said Manitoba South-Western Railway, the 
Manitoba and North-Western Railway and the Northwest Cen- 
tral Railway are to receive from the Dominion Government a 
land grant of 6,400 acres per mile at one dollar per acre ; 

Therefore be it resolved, That in the opinion of this Council : 

That the loan recently made by the Dominion Government 
to the Canandian Pacific Railway upon a first mortgage of all 
their property, was a step in the right direction and might be 
advantageously made a second lien, provided the privilege of 
a first len thus conceded should be exclusively availed of to 
secure funds for the construction of the Monitoba Southwestern 
Railway, and railroads to develope the resources of the North 
Saskatchewan Country, there being no branch lines in that 
direction. 

That a liberal policy on the part of the Government towards 
railways, in the way of making grants of land, would most — 
conduce to the opening up and developement of the Country, 
and would therefore recommend that the grants of land already 
made, or that may be made in the future, for Railway purposes 
in the North-West Territories, at one dollar per acre, be made 
free grants. 

That this matter be referred to the Executive Council to be 
dealt with. 


On motion of Mr. White, seconded by Mr. Turroff, 

Resolved, That itis the opinion of this Council that the 
North-West Territorves should be represented at the World’s 
Fair to be held in London in 1886; and that it be referred to 
the Executive Council to memoralize the Dominion Govern- 
ment to take such steps as will best secure that object. 


Moved by Mr. Olwer, seconded by Mr. Ross, 

That the resolution of this Council respecting Half-breed 
grants be rescinded and the order thereon discharged. 

And the question being put on the motion it passed in the 
negative. 
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Mr. Macleod from the Standing Committee on Civil Law 
presented the following report :

1. That the requirements of the present Regulations in regard 
to aid to North-West Schools are too stringent, and it is advisa- 
ble in the case of schools not organized under North-West Ordi- 
nance, that the average attendance required in order to secure 
Government aid should be reduced from fifteen to ten. 

2. That since there appears to be but little prospect of the | 
North-West being provided with local railway communication in 
the near future, it is the more necessary that the leading trails 
throughout the country should be surveyed and placed in the 
hands of the Local Government, with funds for their improve- 
ment, and 

(a) That as the great Trail from the Boundary Line through 
Fort MacLeod, Calgary and Edmonton, to the Athabasca 
Landing, is one of the main highways of the Country, and the 
one of most importance, connecting as it does the uavigable 
waters of the Mackenzie River system with the outside world, it 
is of the highest importance that the Federal and Local Gov- 
ernments should unite to place and keep it in thorough repair 
as well as extend it on to the great Peace Rwer so that that 
country may be opened up. 

3. That this Council desires to maintain the stand taken in the 
Memorial of last year in regard to the various matters touched 
upon, and to reiterate the opinion therein expressed in regard. to 
Colonization Companies in general and in particular, and most 
emphatically protests against the Agents of these Companies 
being allowed to act as Agents of the Government. 

4. That owing to the immense distance of the Western and 
Northwestern parts of the Territories from the Atlantic seaboard 
by present routes of travel, wheat raising connot be carried on at 
a profit in those districts, if the grain has to be exported by such 
routes, while the contrary would be the case were railway com- 
munication established with Hudson’s Bay; it is therefore ad- 
visable that steps should be taken by the Government of the 
North-West Territories towards joint action with the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba, having for its object the construction of a 
Railway to Hudsow’s Bay to be constructed and operated under 
local control. 

5. That while the location and boundaries of the different Pro. 
visional or Postal Districts in the North-West make those Dis- 
tricts well suited for erection into Provinces some time it is not 
advisable at present to seperate them from each other and place 
each one under the control of a petty Provincial Government. 

6. That although the present form of Local Government in 
the Territories has been reasonably satisfactory in the past, the 
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changes which have taken place since the North-West Act was 
framed have been such as to give cause for present dissatisfac- 
tion, and to make it advisable that, without waiting until the 
number of representatives required by the North-West Act for 
the formation of a Legislative Assembly can be elected, to pro- 
vide for the organization of a Legislation Assembly at once, with 
a less number of members under provisions similar to those of 
sections 21 and 22 of the North-West Act of 1880, and 

(a) That in any case changes should be made in the method 
of qualifying districts for the election of members of the North- 
West Council so that important localities, such as Medicine 
Hat, Fort MacLeod and Battleford, should not be debarred 
from securing representation in the North-West Council, while 
full representation should be given other localities in accordance 
with the spirit and intent of the North-West Territorves Act of 
1880 and 

(b) That no person not directly responsible to the people of 
the North-West should be allowed a voice in Local Legislation 
or a seat at the Council Board. 

7. That it is the duty of this Council, as representing the peo- 
ple of the North-West, to protest against the method at present 
frequently pursued by the Federal Government in the matter of 
letting contracts for works and supplies required in the North- 
West, (that is without advertisement in the localities where con- 
tracts required to be filled,).as being unjust to the people of the 
Territories and also to the Country at large. 

8. That itis the opinion of this Council that it would be of 
great advantage, both morally and socially, to the North-West 
Territories if the Government would allow the establishment of 
breweries for the manufacture of beer, so that some of the sur- 
plus barley of the country might be utilized, and money kept in 
circulation in the country tbat is annually sent out for liquor. 

And the question being proposed shall this motion pass, it 
was moved by Mr. Jackson, seconded by Mr. Turriff, That all 
the words after the word “That,” in the first line, be left out and 
the following substituted therefor : 

That in the opinion of this Council it is the duty of its Mem- 
bers in their Legislative capacity to enact such measures as_ will 
conduce to the peace and prosperity of the North-West Terri- 
tories. 

That as an Executive Council they are required to aid the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Government of the said Territories. 

That we believe it to be the duty of the Executive Council of 
the North-West Territories to look carefully into matters affect- 
ing the said Territories, and where by reason of the extraordinary 
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growth and development of the country, Laws and Regulations 
made by the Dominion Government, are found unsuited to the 
requirements of the Country, such representations should be 
made by the Executive Council to the Dominion Government, as 
will enable them to legislate in the interests of the said Terri- 
tories. . 

That we believe the feeling of the Country to be strongly 
against the introduction of party politics into the Council as well 
as against any action of the Council being taken in such a way 
that either Political Party in the Dominion Parliament could 
use it for political purposes. 

That the Memorial transmitted by this Council at its last ses- 
sion to the Dominion Government, we believe, fairly set forth 
the requirements of the Territories. 

That the action of the Dominion Government in dealing liber- 
ally with the proposed Hudson’s Bay Railway is satisfactory «to 
the people of these Territories. 

That the system of letting contracts by the lowest tender, at 
present followed, we believe to be in the interests of all parties. 

That His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has intimated his 
desire to have such representations made by the Executive 
Council to the Dominion Government as will allow the North- 
West Territorres to be divided for electoral purposes on the 
basis, as neatly as may. be, of representation by population; and 
that the matter of the establishment of breweries in the Terri- 
tories should also receive consideration, this Council does not 
consider that action in Legislative Session is called for. 

That the matter of lessening the average attendance at public 
schools from 15, as at present required in order to secure Gov- 
ernment aid, to 10, be referred to the Executive Council in order 
that the desired change be brought more directly to the notice 
of the Government. That this Council is of the opinion that 
the requirements of the Government should be made as liberal 
as possible, as owing to the comparatively sparsely settled condi- 
tion of the Country in small districts, it.is in most imstances 
impossible to comply with the present regulations.

the announcement of the fact that such Reserve had been made, 
and as in the Regina Reserve, only such terms as could not be 
accepted by the claimants have been offered and in three indi- 
vidual cases the settlers have been dispossessed of their claims, 
and whereas a course by which actual settlers are given to under- 
stand that they have no rights which the Government is bound

Therefore, be it Resolved, That it is the duty of this Council 
to protest most emphatically against a continuance of this course 
and to urge strongly upon the Lands Department and the 
Federal Government the advisability of at once recognizing the 
full claims of all bona fide squatters within these Reserves as 
elsewhere in the North-West. 

2. That whereas the late amendment to the Dominion Lands 
Act, allowing non-resident homesteading under certain condi 
tions, was a move in the right direction, but on account of every 
odd and two even sections in each township not being open for 
homesteading and as some parts of the country are very much 
broken, it is of comparatively little value, and might with 
advantage be extended so as to allow residence in the township 
or in the adjoining township, as was originally proposed by 
the Minister of the Interior; 

3. That while recognizing the propriety of the Public Lands 
within the Nostha Wane being administered by the Federal 
Government at the present time, this Council does not admit 
that the title in fee simple rests in the Parliament or Govern- 
ment of Canada, and desires to put upon record the opinion that 
it now rests as it has always, in the British Crown, to be 
administered by such of Her Majesty’s representatives as may 
be deemed expedient and that as soon as Responsible Representa- 
tive Government is obtained by the North-West it should be 
assumed by that Government. 

On the question being proposed it was moved in amendment 
by Mr. White, seconded by Mr. Jackson, That all the words 
after the word “That” in the first paragraph, be left out and the 
following substituted therefor : 

Whereas large tracts of land in the vicinity of Regina and 
Moose Jaw, known as the “Regina” and “Moose Jaw Reserves,” 
were during the summer of 1882 withdrawn by the Dominion 
Lands Commissioner and reserved from entry by the settlers 
who had prior to such date settled upon the said lands and had 
entered into aetive farming operations thereon, and certain lands 
were also reserved from entry as against the Bell Farm Squat- 
ters ; 

And whereas an attempt has been made on the part of the 
Dominion Government, through the Land Commissioner at 
Winnipeg, to adjust the claims of the settlers in the Regima 
Reserve, but as the proposed terms of settlement did not meet 
with the approval of the said settlers, they refused and _ still 
refuse to accept the same; and no steps whatever have been 
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taken towards adjusting the claims of the squatters on the 
“Moose Jaw Reserve” and no settlement has been as yet made 
with the Bell Farm Squatters ; | 


And whereas all the settlers in these Reserves have suffered 
and are suffering great and unjust hardships and heavy losses 
by reason of the delay of the Government in granting to them, 
who are the pioneers in this portion of the Territories, the same 
rights as those accorded other settlers who entered the country 
at a much later period ; 


And whereas the settlers who squatted on these Reserves, 
prior to their withdrawal from entry in the Dominion Lands 
Office, are legally, morally and equitably entitled to entries for 
the lands respectively claimed by them as Homestead and 
Pre-emption under the Dominion Lands Act ; 


And whereas the Towns of Regina and Moose Jaw are vitally 
interested in the immediate and satisfactory settlement of 
these Reserves, as said Towns depend so largely for their 
_ support upon the farming community in their immediate neigh- 
borhood and their growth has been so greatly retarded by the 
delay in opening up the Reserves for settlement ; 

And whereas a course by which actual bona fide settlers are 
given to understand that they have no rights which the Govern- 
ment is bound to respect, is most injurious to the cause of immi- 
gration and the general well-being of the country; 


Therefore be it Resolved, That in the opinion of this Council a 
Memorial should be sent through the Executive Council to the 
Dominion Government, urging upon the Honorable the Minister 
of the Interior, the advisability of at once recognizing the full 
claims of all bona fide settlers in the Regina and Moose Jaw 
Reserves ; 

That in the opinion of this Council it be referred to the

Certified copy of the Report of a Committee of the Honorable 
The Privy Council, approved by His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council on the 10th July, 1884. 


On a Report, dated 5th July, 1884, from the Right Honorable 
Sir John Macdonald, stating that he had under consideration the 
Despatches, dated 30th August, 1883, and Sth May, 1884, 
respectively, from the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West 
Territories, on the subject of the indemnity to the elected as 
well as to the nominated Members of the North-West Council. 

The Right Honorable the First Minister observes that it 
apvears that heretofore the Hw-officto Members of Council have 
received no remuneration for their attendance, and that Mr. 
Breland, the only nominated Councillor without other office, 
has been paid at the rate of eight hundred dollars per annum, 
the elected Councillors have hitherto received no remuneration 
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from the Dominion Treasury for their service, or travelling ex- 
penses ; and that it also appears that the revenues received by 
the Local Government are so small as to be unable to bear any 
expenses of this kind. Sir John Macdonald further observes 
that by the 89th clause of the North-West Territories Act, 1880, 
the Governor-General is authorized to pay annually to the mem- 
bers of the Council a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. It may be a matter of some doubt whether the inten- 
tion of the Legislature was to extend such payment to elected 
Members, but the Minister is of opinion that the said Clause 
when read with the 20th Section of the Act is wide enough to 
enable the Governor-General to do so. Sir John Macdonald 
recommends, as it cannot be expected that the Members of 
Council should leave their homes and incur expense to attend 
the Annual Meetings of the Council without some remuneration, 
that the elected Members of the Council be paid out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada from the first day of 
July, 1884, at the rate of four hundred dollars ($400) per 
annum, with the exception of the Honorable Mr. Breland who 
should receive the sum of eight hundred: dollars ($800) per 
annum for the present Session and for the Session of 1885, and 
afterwards, the sum of four hundred dollars ($400) per annum, 
and also the several Members to be paid actual travelling 
expenses in going to and returning from Council, to be taxed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 

Sir John Macdonald finally recommends that the above pay- 
ments, if sanctioned, should only continue to be a charge on the 
Dominion Treasury until in the opinion of Your Excellency in 
Council the revenues of the North-West Territorves are suffi- 
cient to bear a transter of the charge to them. 

The Committee concur in the Report of the Right Honorable 
the Premier and the recommendations made therein, and they 
advised that a Despatch, based upon this Minute, ifapproved, be 
transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West 
Territories.
